Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 28th May, 1961, Shri Sukhrampal Singh, Sub- 
Inspector of Police, Kaimganj, Fatehgarh District, received 
reliable information that a gang of dacoits led by Jai Deo 
Brahmin was to assemble in a house in village Rashidabad 
with intent to commit a dacoity in that village, Sub-Inspec- 
tor Sukhrampal Singh immediately rushed to the village with 
a posse of police, collecting some witnesses and licensed gun- 
holders on the way. On reaching a culvert close to the 
village, Sub-Inspector Sukhrampal Singh divided the police 
force into two parties. Seeing the police force coming 
towards them, the dacoits collected in a room in the house 
in which they had assembled, The police force took suitable 
positions and challenged the dacoits and a gun battle then 
ensued. Before the dacoits could recover from the shock of 
the first volley fired bv the police, Sub-Inspector Sukhrampal 
Singh, along with his men, rushed at great personal risk into 


the house, grappled with the dacoits and succeeded in over- 
powering them. Eleven members of the gang including their 
leader Jai Deo Brahmin were apprehended on the spot 4 
S.B.B.L. guns, one pistol and 45 rounds of ammunition were 
recovered from their possession. 

During this encounter, Sub-Inspector Sukhrampal Singh 
displayed initiative, courage and a high sense of duty in com- 
plete disregard of his personal safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from 28th May, 1961.
